Reasons for allowance 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach the combination of limitations in the amended 
independent claims 2, 1 5-1 7. For claim 2, prior art has taught different coefficients 
but none has taught the combination of all listed coefficients in the claim. It may 
have been obvious to combine all the coefficients. However, none have taught 
combining all the listed coefficients in claim 2 except the relational coefficient. 
Examiner interprets to mean that only the relational coefficient is set to zero, not 
others, in the scenario of combining all the coefficients except the relational 
coefficient. 



2. Dependent claims 3-14, 19, 23, 25-43 incorporate the listed limitations by reference 
and contain limitations that further distinguish over the art of record. For these 
reasons, claims 3-14, 19, 23, 25-43 are considered allowable over the art of record.
